The afterglow of President Nixtui’s successful 
European tour has been shattered by the new 
Vietnam blowup that brings him face to face with 
his most immediate foreign-policy crisis. 

And it serves as a reminder 
— if one were needed — that

B. Johnson from office re¬ 
mains the greatest burden of 
the presidency. 

Nbnxi's talk of finding an

JUST NO WAY 

There is no possible way 
any manager, even Ted Wil¬ 
liams, can seal off his players 
frtnn the news media. Leo 
Durocher made a half attempt 
at it one night last year and 
the whole business resulted in 
a bot^ed-up disaster. 

The quickest way to get rid 
of any newspaperman is to let 
him get what he came after 
as soon as possible, when he 
gets it he generally goes. He 
Isn't going to hang around 
because he has a dispatch 
lo file. 

WHO SUFFERS r 
But keep him waiting and 
he starts to freA and when he 
Starts to fret he usually gets 
angry and when he gets angry 
he’s in no mood to go out of 
hit way to help toe manager 
or the ballelub. So who suffers 
Sn the long run? 'Hie maiiager. 
Frequently the public, too, 
because no man it at his best 
when he’s angry. 

Traditl<HiaIly, the reason 
given by baseball managers, 
and football coaches, too, for 
making reporters wait X 
number of minutes outside the 
dressing room is that "we’d 
like the players to cool off a 
little.” 

Cool oft, my notepad! 
RIGHT TO PRIVACY 
Nine out of 10 times if a 
player Is of a mind to say 
something to a newsman, he’ll 
say it whether he’s asked 10 
seconds after the game, 10 
minutes or 10 hours. As a 
matter of fact, the longer 
some players wait, the more 
eloquent toey become. 

A manager has every right 
to some privacy in his clul> 
house and any newsman 
understands that. What he 
frequently doesn’t understand 
is why he’ll be forced to wait 
behind a closed door while his 
TV counterpart wi'l be 
blithely getting all the inter¬ 
views he wants inside. 

CASES IN POINT 
A perfect case in point was 
the World Series last fall. 
When rain delayed oiw of the 
games newsmen were pro- 
hitoted from the clubhouse 
players 1 n the clubhouse 
although the TV people had no 
I trouble at all getting the play- 
! ers to Ulk to toem in front of 
I their cameras. 

You never heard such hol¬ 
lering In your life. Joe Rclch- 
ler of the eommissionc's 
office put a st<^ to it. He 
figured, rightly, what wasn’t 
fair for one wasn't fair for the 
other either, and suddenly 
there wasn’t any further 
problem. 

TREATS THEM ALIKE 
Again, in perfect fairness to 
Williams, he never has differ¬ 
entiated between representa¬ 
tives of the various news 
media. He treats them all 
alike.

Radical Forces Slash 
Would Beef Reserves

OTTAWA iCP) — A plan to reduce the 
regular armed forces to mainly a training 
corps and build u(> the reserves to 100.000 men 
has been discussed within the defence depart¬ 
ment, informants said Monday. 

A staff officer said the radical plan was 
based on the assumption that the armed 
forces — regulars and reserves — would in 
future have little more to do than control the 
flow of refugees from U.S. racial riots. 

it is understood the plan was discussed by 
seven officials but never readied the defence 
council or the cabinet. Who drew up the plan 
Is not known. 


The Scheme would have retained an air 
transport command and a small coast guard- 
type naval service. But it would have elimin¬ 
ated Air Defence Command, the Canadian 
brigade and air division in Euro|w and Mobile 
Command, except for the air transport ele¬ 
ment. 

The regular forces would be reduced to .a 
training corps of 8,000 officers and non-enm- 
missioned officers while the reserves would be 
expanded to 100,000 personnel. 

In effect, the armed forces would revert to 
their pre-Second World War comprisiticH;. 
Savings under such a plan were estimatt^ 
at $1,000,000,000 or more. The 1969-70 defence 
budget is $1,800,000,000.

Indians Demand Apology 
For Degrading Statement

PORT ALBERNI—Mem¬ 
bers of the West Coast dis¬ 
trict Indian council have 
decided to demand a public 
apology from MLA Dr. 
Howard McDiarmid follow¬ 
ing a recent statement in 
the Legislature when he re¬ 
ferred to conditions among 
Indian people. 

Dr. McDiarmid's statement 
read in full Monday 
conference delegates attended 
the second day's program in the 


Greenwood Hotel, Port Albemi.| 
He charged that many Indian 
children arrived at school dirty, j 
suffering from scabies, impetigo 
and head lice, that the rnerve' 
system was a prison and that 
many of the teachers in the 
Indian educati<»t system were 
'‘flotsam and Jetsam,’* incap¬ 
able of holding jobs in any other 
area. 

EDUCATION CHABGE 
He also claimed that Indian 
education was a drain on 
taxpayers in the community. 

A delegate from Ucluelet, 
Jack Patrick said; "Even small 
white children have heard about 
this and call our kids dirty 
Indians.”

A staff officer said the radical plan was 
based on the assumption that the armed 
forces — regulars and reserves — would in 
future have little more to do than control tiie 
Quw of refugees from U.S. racial riots. 

It is understood the plan was discussed by 
seven officials but never reached the defence 
council nr the cabinet. Who drew up the plan 
Is not known. 


ITie scheme would have retained an air 
transport command and a small coast guard- 
type naval service.

Creating a district college 
out of the Institute of Adult 
Studies could save money for 
(he Greater Victoria school 
district, the school board was 
told Monday. 

The board, meeting as its 
education committee, decided 
to cootliiue exidoring district 
college stahts. 

Seeretarydreasurer Ernest 
Shaw Informed tniatees tliat 
the govemmort currently 
pays 29.99 per cent of the 
operating costs of the Insti¬ 
tute, a secand<hance high 
school tor adults and older 
teenagers.

With the same enrolment 
end courses but ss a district 
college the school would re- 
cejlva 40.73 per cent of operat- 
log expenses, Mr. Shaw said. 


He emphasized that his 
figures were tentative. 

District taxation share of 
the Institutes budget would 
drop from the current 33.M 
per cent to 22.52 per cent 
under college status. 

Students at tbe Institote 
recentiy asked the board for 
more and better uilverilty- 
type courses to ■upj^emeztt 
tbe exkttng senior matricula- 
tioa courses which in soms 
cases are outdated.

‘Amazed at Criticism 


Groans and accusations of 
using semantics greeted his 
statement.
